In point of fact, though not nom-| 
inally, the wages on Canadian 
roads are also fixed by the kpard, 
while most Canadian railway em- 
ployees belong to the internation- 
al unions. If the U.S, railway- 
men vote to go on strike the as- 
sumption is that the Canadian 
railwaymen will go out also, and 
that the whole transportation sys- 
tem of the continent will come to 
a standstill, 

How serious that would be can- 
not even be estimated.

Getting Action. 


The U.S. railway labor board 
has evidently made up its mind to 
either cure the railways or kill 
them. The board has slashed the 
pay schedules of railway em 
ployees in a way that will leave 
$135,000,000 per year in the rail 
way treasuries and has made no 
promise that it is through using 
the shears. That is, the eut will 
leave that amount in the treasuries 
—if the railways keep running. 
But meantime seven unions are 
taking a strike vote and 
more are threatening to, two mem- 
bers of the labor board brought in 
a minority report, and represen- 
tatives of the employees claim that 
the average family of a railway 
man cannot be kept in reasonable 
comfort on less than $2,636.97 per 
year, Like the new constitution 
for southern Ireland that was 
written in London, the rulings of 
the labor board are ealeulated to 
produce results—in some diree 
tion.

Alberta is the battleground against 
| €rasshoppera this seagon, according to 
Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
‘agriculture, who has returned to the 


city from a trip through a portion of 
the area infested by myriads of these 
| pests. 

| Mr. Hoadley says that roughly 
|speaking all the province south of @ 
line from Wetaskiwin to Wainwright 
ia facing more or less serious damage 
from the hoppers. However he speaks 
in highest terms of the splendid fight 
| being carried on against the pests by 
jindividuals and municipalities and he 
believes that the actual damage re 
sulting will be comparatively light. 

The minister admitted 
morning that the campaign costs will 
|be heavy. While the legislature voted 
Only $63,000 for thie work it seema 
|that the actual expenditure at the 
present time is reaching well over 
$150,000 and the government depart- 
ment does not hope to carry out the 
|fil@ht under the $250,000 mark. Pos- 
jsibly the total cost will be consider- 
ably higher.
